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Elmer Taylor Describes Trip 
Over and Living Condi- 
tions There * 
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Dec. 9, 1918 
Camp Cohan, Fiance, High Marne 
Dear Motherr 

I am in the best of health and hope 
you all are the same. I wish you a 
Merry Christmas and a Happy New 
Year, am very sorry I can't be with 
you. It won't be long nowi before we 
will be back. 

This is the first letter that I have had 
a chance to tell about my trip. On the 
18th of October we left Gettysburg be- 
fore daylight and landed in Camp Mills 
New Jersey, at 11 p. m. We. stayed at 
Camp Mills till 3 a. m.- Sunday morn- 
ing then marched to the dockB and 
boarded, the ferry for New York har- 
bor. ;We got there, at 2 p. m. nnd 
boarded our boat the VMegantie." It 
carried about 2,500 soldiers. We left 
New York at 6:30 Sunday evening Oct. 
20, when we passed the Statute ot Lib. 
erty every body-sang "The Star Spang- 
led Banner," then "Goodbye Broad- 
way, Hello France." Everybody wbb 
happy until we got out eve Bight of the 
Statute of Liberty then we had to at- 
tend to business. 

We posted a submarine guard and 
gunners at the guns as we were two 
days behind our convoy. We traveled 
fast and careful. I was one of the per 
monent/Bargeants of the guards' of 
which there were three. We had 200 
men on guard. The second day out we 
caught ud with our convoy off the coast 
Of Halifax. The convdy numbered 17 
ships, two of which were battleships 
from New York. They stayed with us 
until we met our escorts of sub-chasers 
which was 7 days out. The third day 
out the men started to get sea sick, 
they. sure were sick. We started to roll 
when we hit the high seas. We saw 
several largo fish Bnd a whale. We 
saw subs in our district but on account 
of fogs and high seas they didn't get 
very near. The ninth day but we sight- 
ed the Irish coast and an island, the 
eleventh day we docked at Liverpool, 
'England. » » 

The people .were very glad to see us. 
The children held out hohds'ond. walked 
.with us. We went to, a rest camp call- 
ed VNottyash," for a day then went to 
{Winchester to Camp Windledown. We 
were on the old. Sheffield Plains where 
many of the old English battles were 
fought. W o stayed here a day, then 
marched to. the docks and sailed the 
English . Channel to LaHarve, France. 
It took us 16 hours. VycPwere at a 
rest camp called J'Cook" for a few 
days and .then came to Camp Cohan 
where we ure now. We were only'a 
few miles from the front at one time. 

We saw German prisoners all along 
the trip. Now we are occupying all 
the cmDty houses and barns. Sargeant 
Frank Hooper of Detroit, and I are 
lucky,* we are.with an old french couple 
and have a real bed to sleep in. We 
even wear night cups. 

Some of the buildings here wore 
built in -1660. The old recreation gar- 
dens are everything that the History of 
France has told. . France has England 
beat for , scenery and .beauty.

only 6 miles from Longres-Marne which 
was Napolean'fl old place for, training 
his officers.

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Teechers to Receive Pay 

for Enforced Vacation 

Teachers In Waukegan and especially 
In the country districts of Lake county 
who have been obliged to take enforced 
vacations because schools were closed 
during epidemics of*the flu need have 
no cause, to worry about not getting 
their solarleB for those periods because 
it has been held that all. teachers in if-' 
linois who were put out of employment 
temporarily on account of the flu are 
entitled to their pay.. 

This advice is given to school direc- 
tors by Froncia G. Blair, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. The 
question has never been decided by the 
courts of Illinois, but the stand Ib taken 
because contracts carried by instructors 
do not provide for trie holding up of 
salaries because of the closing orde rs 
Issued by health, authorities. 

The question in Waukegan is not as 
serious as in some parts of the county 
for it has been practically conceded 
there that teachers' should receive pay 
for their enforced vacations. 

The question is bound to be raised in 
the country districts for the school at 
Fairfield near Lake Zurich has been 
closed' and it is reported, that other 
schools in the western part of the coun- 
ty may take similar action providing 
the flu situation continues to grow

Chicago. — The "school" for confi- 
dence men hns turned out a new prod- 
igy whose latest victim Is Frederick 
Seibert, evangelist and Billy Sunday 
assistant, who trusted him with §550 
and a watch after *the slicker offered 
to finance a tour of the South. 

The master confidence man is op- 
erating under the name of G. Har- 
court and poses as a wealthy sheep- 
raiser from Sydney, Australia. Fred 
A. Snlaraan, a wealthy English Um- 
ber expert from London, a guest at 
the Blackstone hotel, was the first 
victim of Harcourt and his aids, who 
obtained, $240 from him. 

Detective Sergeants Edward Baynes 
and George Lynch of the detective bu- 
reau, who were put on the Salaman 
case, learned of Seibert'ff presence In 
Chicago as the next probable Victim 
and waraed him," but this failed to save 
the religious worker. 

Hearing from the hotel clerk thuf 
Mr. Seibert had called for Harcourt, 
the detectives suspected him as one of 
the gang, but he convinced them that 
he was an evangelist here to raise 
funds and have some hymn books and. 
sheet music of revlvaj songs printed, 
lie gave his address as the office of 
the Homer Itodehoaver Publishing 
company, 410 South Dearborn street, 
of which "Billy" Sunday's song leader 
is the president. 

Offered Evangelist $5,000. 

Seibert, .who is from Marsh nil town, 
la., said he met Harcourt in a shoe 
shining shop and* the latter offered 
him §5,000 as an aid in building his 
tabernacle. 

\ Mr. "Harcourt" introduced the evan- 
gelist ton "friend," whose uncle, lie 
confided to Mr! Seibert, laid Just died 
In Australia, leaving him $700,000. 

"That tabernacle's, a great thing," 
said the friend. "Believe me, religion 
is great. I've a notion to put §10,000 
Into your tabernacle. 

Then he grew confidential. Leaning 
over, he said: 

\ "Now, since I'm going to trust you 
with my §10,000, I wonder how far 
you'd trust me?"

In- 1803 Mnry Antlsarlok, half Rus- 
sian, half Eskimo, was a round-faced, 
bright-eyed, sleek-haired j'oung woman, 
pretty— we have her own Innocently 
frank word for It— and a Uride. The 
government had just decided to Im- 
port reindeer from Siberia to Alaska 
and, had sent 'Lieutenant Bortholf, In 
the revenue cutter Bear, to negotiate 
the purchase. He needed/ an Inter-'' 
preter, speaking both .Russian . and 
Eskimo, and Mary was engaged. She 
was glad of the opportunity, but un- 
willing to leave tier>husband; so he 
was engaged, too, as "a sort of odd-Job 
man aboard; but Mary was the recog- 
nized head 'of the Antlsarlok firm. She 
•made herself Intelligently and success- 
fully "useful nmong the. natl^s with 
whom It was necessary to deal, and on 
returning to Alaska she was well paid 
with a goodly number of reindeer.

Alaska that no one was ever refused 
food and lodging at Mary's cii I ;ln ; It is 
also known that, although open.handed 
and free, she Is a shrewd bargainer 
and possesses remarkable commercial, 
sagacity. Few traders. If any, have 
been able to get the ndvnntage of her 
in a business deal. There are those- 
In her employ who nt times complain 
of her as a harsh mistress,. for In busi- 
ness she expects everyone to live up to 
obligations and is so strict in that re- 
gard that it Is hard at times to recon- 
cile this severity with her natural atti- 
tude of "easy generosity. . .But with 
Mary'buslness is business, and philan- 
thropy Is quite nnother matter. 

Toward. the hungry, the helpless and 
little children her tenderness Is un- 
failing and her bounty lavish. She 
has no children of her own, but. she 
hns adopted a numerous family— not 
a pretty baby or two,, carefuljy select- 
ed for health, and chnrm and promise, 
but such forlorn, abandoned and neg* 
lected waifs and strays as came un- 
der her notice In u remote and law- 
less zone. There nre all races and 
.colors, declares hen biographer, Nona 
Marquis Snyder, hut Mary Is merci- 
fully color-blind I She gives -them all 
a mother's care In. so far as she Is 
capable, "educates thein after a fashion 
and, when they drift out of the home 
eddy Into the grea'torllfo'ciirrent, she. 
sees the boat well provisioned.'!.;.'. '■ 

One deed of generosity will never 
be forgotten In Alaska. In 180S, only 
five years after the founding of her 
herd of reindeer, word came that, 
more than four hundred whalers had 
been caught in the Ice, packs of Point 
Barrow and were slowly freezing .nnd 
starving. They. were five hundred miles 
nway from Mary Antlsnrlok's nnow- 
coverod cabin; they were many more 
miles dlstnnt — and miles of the north- 
ern wilderness^ Icy, rocky, storm-swept 
and terrible— from sources of civilized 
supply. Quite simply nnd as a matter 
of course, Mary, reserving only n~few 
head for domestic necessity, started 
her whole herd of reindeer northward 
to the rescue. She received, no per- 
sonal nppeal, asked no advice, awaited 
no Instructions, made neither bargain 
nor effort to protect heivfriteres|K. She 
saw her chance for. "first aid, nnd gave 
It, instantly* nnd whole-heartedly. ' 

Later, the government replaced the 
sacrificed deer with Interest * nnd gave 
her the thnnks she deserved. But since 
that day it is for more than her busi- 
ness ability that the reindeer queen 
Is respected throughout Alaska. — 
Youth's Companion.

Washington, Jan. 0. — Accomplish- 
ments of railroads under federal con- 
trol In the, last twelve months and ar- 
guments .for a rive-yenr continuance of 
government operation to provide a fair 
test of unified direction were recited 
by Director General -McAdoo, testifying 
before the senate interstate commerce 
committee, which took up considera- 
tion of control until 1024. 
" After citing reforms effected under- 
unified control the director general 
said: 

"I believe that under the handicaps 
of war conditions a sufficient showing 
has been made to Indicate that all the 
reforms I have mentioned are desirable 
as permanent peace measures. Yet It 
Is clear that the general public has not' 
had an opportunity to. appreciate this 
and to weigh the '.real value of what 
has been acconfplished. In view of the 
far-reaching Importance of any solu- 
tion of the railroad question which may 
be adopted, the public Is entitled to 
have, before the present federal "con- 
trol shall be terminated, a reasonably 
fair test under peace conditions ,of tho 
advantage to be derived from these 
reforms. 

"Operations under pence conditions 
with a tenure so short as the twenty- 
one months cannot possibly constitute 
a fair test." ^ 

Iteasons for this, .he explained, would 
be the Inevitable disturbance tp em- 
ployees' morale, the difficulty of carry- 
ing 'out an extensive program of Im- 
provements and of forcing on railroad 
companies necessary expenditures.

Stockholm, Jan. 4. — A British naval 
squadron In n sea fight in the Baltic 
sea has captured Nikolai Lenlne's 
minister of the navy, Euskolnlnov. 

Vladivostok, .Tnn. 4.— In capturing 
Perm, In the Ural mountains, General 
Galda. at the head of Czecjio-Slovak 
arid Siberian forces, virtually destroy- 
ed the bolshevik Third army, from 
which Nikolai Lenine, the bolshevik 
premier, was directing operations In 
the 'region of Perm. Lenine himself 
escaped, but several members of. his 
party were taken prisoners. 

In addition to the ttl.000 prisoners re- 
ported, General Galda captured 5,000 
railway cars, 120 field guns, 1,000 ma- 
chine guns, 80 automobiles, an entire 
wagon transport, several armored 
trains and several thousand horses. 
Ten bolshevik regiments are declared 
to have been annihilated aad the rest 
of the enemy army was driven across 
the Karma river. 



Washington, Jan. 0. — Benjamin 
Franklin, whose picture adorns the 
1019 Issue of the War Savings certifi- 
cates, will have on January 17— his 
213th birthday— one of the most unique 
birthday celebrations ever undertaken 
in honor of a distinguished American. 
It will hnv.e the full backing of the 
United States government. 

The event will be celebrated through 
special exercises to.be held In the pub- 
lic schools throughout the country and 
by various children's organizations. 
More than 150,000 War Savings socie- 
ties will mnke.tjie day a special one. 
In these nnd mnay other ways the na- 
tion will join In pitying a- gigantic 
tribute. to Benjamin Franklin, whose 
words of wisdom. oh thrift nnd saving 
are familiar In every American home. 
The purpose of this birthday cele- 
bration Is to encournge the continu- 
ance of national thrift. Americans, 
prewar wasters, became notable savers 
under war's pressure. Nationalizing 
this newlv acquired thrift habit Is the 
task undertaken by the United States 
treasury. Wise buying; sane saving 
and sane Investment are tho watch- 
words of the 1919 thrift program. 

In Franklin's dny the almanac- was 
one of the most popular forms .of lit- 
erature. For years Franklin' himself . 
wns the author of an almanac bearing 
the slgnnture of Richard Saunders, 
popularly known as "Poor Richard." 
Many of Franklin's trite sayings are 
as applicable now as then. 

"Money can beget money, nnd 
offspring can beget more; and so on 
snld "Poor Richard".- In his VAdvlcc to 
n Young Tradesman." 

"He thnt waits upon fortune Is nev- 
er sure of a dinner," ngaln said Frank- 
lin. "Look boforo or you'll find your- 
self behind. Bewnre of small ex- 
penses; a smnll leak will sink a great 

ship." •' ■ •'- 

These and many other of Franklin s 
sayings will bo utilized as texts in spe- 
cial birthday anniversary events on 
January 17. 

Officials of tho United Stntcs gov- 
ernment point out the necessity for 
continued thrift.

Fire Island, N. Y.. Jnn. C— All tho 
2,500 soldiers on the stranded army 
transport Northern Puclfic were safe 
ashore or aboard naval vessels at the 
close of the second dny of one of the 
moat remarkable murine rescues In 
the history of the Atlantic coast. 

When darkness began to fall, en-

The rescue of the soldiers and 
nurses was completed 'without an acci- 
dent.

boats, manned by fearless navy men

The chasers, coming In almost to 
the breakers, nosed against the steel 
sides of the liner and took off 150 men 
at a time. The launches carried ten 
to thirty at a trip and the whale boat* 
and surf boats a lesser number.

There were no formalities over his ar- 
rival and he proceeded to the'Murat 
residence for a series of conferences

merely treutles of peace, but guaran- 
tees of the justice aud future of the 
peace to he made.

Agriculture, 

Dealing with agricultural matters the 
governor went oeeply into the subject He 
said: * 

'There in anotner problem pressing hard 
upon ua now. A giea I proportion of our 
tarm lands la no longer occupied by tho 
owners. The murker value of these lands 
Is. so nigh Hun -I is. Increasingly difficult 
ror-thH lenani lo purchuso a farm, as he 
did m former -days. Land , banks "- have 
oeeo pstabliaiied by the government, but 
they do not help materially In states like 
llllnotH With proper supervision, tho 
government could safoly lend, as In Den- 
murk,, a large per cent of the fair cash 
yu'ut* ol the ^arm. This amount could "bo 
anion ued on the basis of. a low rato of 
est, hucU as. the government . pays 
upon. Us securities, and could be extended 
over,. a long series of years, so that, at 
the .end of that aeries, tho farm would be 
paid for. 

"Howevor, to enable tho young man, 
who Is juat starting out no a farmer, to 
get. Into «a position to do this, some 
changes- must be made In our laws relat- 
ing to landlord and tenant. The most 
general form of lease In use, at the pres- 
ent time, is a contruct for one year w-ili 
no restrictions as to the crops to be 
raised. The. result Is that tho tenant takes 
all he possibly can from the eoll for that 
onoyear v>lthout,ianF' reYerenee- to tho 
future.. He nvuiffd .not be human If he did 
not do so;. JriilB means a constant depre- 
ciation of tlie land,' and the landlord and 
the tenant £eem to bo In. a conspiracy to 
ruin the fields as rapidly as possible— tho 
landlord exacting tho highest rent possi- 
ble, and the) tenant taking from the land 
all the fertility that he can. This condi- 
tion, If pehjinltbid, .will lend surely to tho 
ruin of such lands. It has been said truly 
that therfT are three parties to a lease of 
a farm-r£he landlord, the tenant and the 
land / Kself ; but the land cannot speak. 
AniKlf It Is '.6 be conserved for futuro 
r g<*Werutlons, tho state must speak In Its 
stead.' 

•"Let us not persist In the mistake we 
have made so long. The Mississippi val- 
ley has been rightly called tho granary 
of tho world. But If our agriculture In 
the next hundred years shall bo no bet- 
ter than during the last hundred, at the 
end of that time the- Mississippi valloy 
will bo dotted with abandoned farms. 
You cannot subtract- from tho soil for- 
ever, adding nothing, without finally ro- 
duclng tho remainder. 

Problem That Must Be Met. 

"I know this Is a difficult problem, 
but It must be met In some way. I 
earnestly hope that tho legislature will 
take the question up seriously, for I 
feel certain, If It does, some progress 
will be mado toward lie solution. It 
may be found desirable to prescribe a 
certain form of lease by which a cor- 
tuln proportion of the farm lands will 
be sown In some legtimo each year. It 
may be necessary to provide that when 
the tenant has Increased tho fertility 
ot the soil or has mado Improvements, 
the owner shall not, at the expiration 
of the lease, bo permitted either, to 
raise the rent or oust the tenant until 
he shall havo paid- tho tenant* for tho. 
unexhausted Increaso of fertility, or for 
tho Improvements. This would tend to 
give the tenant a. new interest in the 
land, and would Improve his methods 
of farming. 

"I also urge tho continued support 
of so-called farm bureaus In the state. 
I believe It Is possible, with tho fur- 
ther development of farm bureaus, 
with some such reforms as I have sug- 
gested above with" reference, to farm 
lenses, and with proper land banks 
wisely established and administered, to 
maintain conditions so that the farm 
hand can rapidly pass from laborer ,to 
tenant and from tenant to farm 
owner." 

Forestry. 

On this 'subject the governor called 
attention to tho nmount qf Idle land In 
tho state, suitable for tree culture, and 
mado tho following recommendation: 

"Tho taxes upon these lands produce 
but little revenue, to tho state. If the 
state could exempt these landu from 
taxation upon the condition that they 
were planted to trees, with the provi- 
sion that- when the trees were bar vent- 
ed a proper tax would be collected 
upon tho product, I believe that much 
of such land would become permanent 
forests, a source of revenue to their 
owners and to the stote." 

Great Century Has. Closed. ' 

The message, concluded: . 

"The last general assembly closed 
tho first century of Illinois' legislative 
history. It was distinguished by 'the 
serious .work It performed --and by tho 
great results achieved.; It met the well- 
nigh universal commendation .of our 
people. It was a fitting- close .to a 
groat century. Its successful labors 
were the result, at least partially, of 
close co-operation between tho legis- 
lative and executlvo branches of the 
government 

"And now you are assembled to Inau- 
gurate a second century. Groat ques- 
tions will bo befbro you for your con- 
sideration. Jf wo 'shall maintain tho 
co-bperntlon which wo practiced two 
years ago. It Ih not too much to hope 
that tho first session of the. new cen- 
tury may match In achievement the 
Inst scslon of the old. Lot us so 
strive."

Oyster Bay, N. Y„ Jan. ,0.— Col. 
Theodore Koosevclt Is dead, having 
succumbed to pulmonary embolism 
early Monday* morning at his home in 
this town. His death was. sudden, 
though he bad been in poor health for 
a long time. 

Colonel Koosevelt'8 lust Illness may 
lie said to dtite from last February. On 
February 5, It was announced that lie 
had been removed from his home, in 
Oyster Buy to the Itoosevelt hospital 
In this city, following an. operation on 
one of his ears. Soon after bis ar- 
rival nt the hospital be underwent two 
more operations for the removal of 
diseased tissue In bis Infected .ear, 
and It was admitted at the time that 
he was seriously III. lie remained ut 
the hospital until March 3.1 

Early la November the colonel was 
taken to Itoosevelt hospital, New York, 
for the treatment of rheumatism und 
sciatica. 

Was Typical American. 

Theodore Itoosevelt, who was known 
as "the most typical .>. American" 
throughout his career, had been fam- 
ous for "setting records." He was the 
youngest president the nation ever 
had,, succeeding to tlie office on WJl- 
.llmji McKlnleyV death t.it the age of 
forty-two. 

Colonel Itoosevelt Is held to have 
had ns diverse Interests and as wide 
acquaintance with all phases of life 
as any man In history. Iti addition to 
his Immense political activities, be was 
tlie author of many books oa travel, 
sport, history, politics and other sub- 
jects; was n fighter for reform from 
the moment he first appeared .In city 
politics In New York, a holder of many 
university degrees, nn orator, a lec- 
turer, grout liunter, athlete, Interna- 
tional peacemaker and militant leader 
of his followers at all times, whether 
In or out of office. 

' Was Born In New York City. 

Theodorfe Itoosevelt was born Octo- 
ber 27, 1858, in New York city.- His 
father was Theodore Roosevelt and Ills 
mother before her marriage was Mar- 
tha Bullock. The boy began life, with 
n small, frail body and not robust 
health. Ills ambition from youth was 
to be strong, an athlete, a doer of 
great deeds and a scholar as well. Uls 
remarkable tnentnl endowment was 
shown In the way he accomplished 
the- dual object In life, so that after 
seven years and n half as president, 
during which he promulgated Innumer- 
able reforms and national issues, he 
went to .Africa and for nearly a year 
was n banter In the jangles, undergo- 
ing hardships, but coming out more ro- 
bust and active than ever. •, » 

It was predicted that Africa would 
kill Itoosevelt, hut In a few days' time 
be had changed the hunting shirt for 
the clothes of the diplomat and was 
being Idolized and showered with hon- 
ors In the courts of Europe. 

Starts His Political Career. 

Roosevelt completed his education at 
Harvard university In' 1880, and the 
same year married Alice Hathaway 
Lee, daughter of George Cabot Lee of 
New York. She lived only four years 
and was the mother of the present Mrs. 
Alioe ttodsevdu.Longworth. Wife of 
Congressman Nicholas Longworth of 
Cincinnati, O. 

' Colonel Roosevelt's Interest; In poll- 
tics dates from the year nfter his mar- 
riage to Miss Lee. Some of the Re- 
publican district lenders In New York 
had taken -nn Interest In him. Ho 
seemed a likely young fellow, with 
vigor, ambition and some money. Two 
years later he was sent to the state 
assembly at Albany and began u ca- 
reer which marked him out as. a man 
devoted to the public interest. 

After three years of assembly, how- 
ever, Roosevelt thought he. had enough, 
and for u time withdrew from public 
life. He stepped out cordially hated 
by the corrupt polltlcln/is, disliked by 
many wealthy New Yorkers and al- 
ready balled as the acknowledged lead- 
er of the refonn element In his party. 
The death of his wife also Was a fac- 
tor In his temporary retirement, and 
he went to a ranch In North Dnkotn, 
where he wns Introduced as "thni four-, 
eyed tenderfoot." 

The tenderfoot, however, put In prac- 
tice some fundamental rule's for hon- 
esty. In the conduct of the ranch he had 
purchased and the names of derision 
w'?re soon dropped. He became popu- 
lar, n noted liunter, a -good shot and 
provided himself during his years- of 
roughing It with a good, constitution

body and later became Its president. 

It Was. In 18S0 that Mr. Roosevelt 
married .Mfss Kdith Kennlt .. Carow. 
while In London. She was the daugh- 
ter Of Charles. Carow of Nl»w York. 
" In the Spanish War. 

In. 1893 .Roosevelt resigned from the 
civil service ..commission and began a 
light on Tammany ball. „ i^e served 
two years as police commissioner of 
New York city, stirring up the cor- 
ruptlonlsts, arid then President McKln- 
lc l y made him assistant secretary of the 
navy. When the Maine was blown 
up ho ^resigned and helped raise tho 
first volunteer regiment of cavalry for 
the war with Spain. ' It was- the fa- 
mous rough riders, of which Leonard 
\Vood was made colonel.. 

Colonel Wood wns later given a bri- 
gade' and Roosevelt promoted to com- 
mand of the Rougli Riders. Colonel 
Roosevelt was commended for heroic 
conduct at the battles of Las Guaymas 
and San Juan hill. 

Governor and President. 
Coming back from the war, Roose- 
velt was elected governor of New 
York. But he would not be bossed by 
the .politicians, so Instead of giving 
him a second term they persuaded him 
to 'take the nomination for vice presi- 
dent on the ticket with McKlnley. 
When President McKlnley, shot by an 
assassin, died on, September 14, 1901, 
Roosevelf- became president. 

President Roosevelt served -out Mc- 
Klnley's unexpired term and was elect- 
ed president In 1904 by the largest ma- 
jority ever given a candidate' for the 
office. In his seven and a half years 
In the White House be bad ample op- 
portunity to show the stuff that was In 
him. He lived deeply and broadly and 
was at once the accomplished man of 
the world, .'the student of national 
problems, as well as of books, the 
adroit politician, the forceful writer of 
books and. eloquent public speaker. 

lie bad tlie happy knack of Invent- 
ing or reviving phrases that stayed In 
the memory of his hearers and those 
who heard him usually carried away 
with them nn apt summary of condi- 
tions so cleverly worded as to be not 
easily forgotten. 

As president, Roosevelt's activities 
and scope of endeavor were immense; 
he became a great International figure 
through his many negotiations-, wltli 
foreign powers and took In hand many 
problems at home seldom touched by a 
president. 

Booms Taft for Presidency. 

Roosevelt declined n second elective 
term In 1008 and fostered the candi- 
dacy of his secretary of. war, William 
H. Taft, -who was elected president. 
"When lie left office, March 4, 1909, 
Roosevelt was the unquestioned lettder 
of bis party. Tuft wns his close friend. 
Itoosevelt went to Africa to secure 
specimens for museums and also, it Is 
understood,, to be out of the country 
und escape possible accusations of at-, 
tempting to Influence the conduct of 
the new administration. 

Colonel Roosevelt was a mighty hun- 
ter. His exploits In killing big game 
oil equatorial Africa -arc well known 
through the book which he wrote on 
the subject. 

It was In the summer of 1910 that 
Colonel Roosevelt traveled through the 
country promulgating his doctrine of 
of tho "new nationalism," and the next 
year he editorially attacked arbitration 
treaties with Great Britain und France, 
proposed by President Taft. .. 
Candidate of Progressives. 

At the Republican convention In Chi- 
cago, beginning .lune 18, 1012, Taft 
was nominated by HI votes over n ma- 
'jorlty, but a few hours before . the 
nomination Roosevelt had withdrawn 
his name as a candidate, and that 
night at a meeting In Orchestra ball 
Chicago, the Progressive party- twite 
given Its first real Impetus In a demoi 
st ration for Roosevelt and at which 
was named for president by the n 
party.
